On seizing power, the Junta 
disarmed the Palace Guard, 
placing a number of their pro- 
Castro officers in Jail. TTiis blew 
for freedom whs "rewarded’’ 
with a U-S. crackdown on the 
new government. The White 
House ordered all military and 
economic aid out off from the 
military junta despite some 
strong private protests by mem- 
’>ors of the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee. 

Undersecretary of State Aver- 
t'd Harriman will be the U.S. 
representative at next month s 
Alliance for Progress meeting 
in Sao Pauio. He was picked for 
ihe assignment by McGeorge 
Bundy, White House adviser on 
foreign policy, to pump new life 
into President Kennedy’s lag- 
ging aid program for Latin 
America . . . Ludwig Erhard's 
first test as chancellor 'will he 
the opening of negotiations with 
the Soviet Union next month for 
a new trade agreement. Russia 
is pressing for expansion of the 
three-year 1961 pact expiring 
next year. West Germany had 
agreed in principle to increase 
Russo-German trade prior to 
■ hr wheat sale controversy. Sig- 
nificantly, ex-Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer is opposed to expand- 
ing trade. Meanwhile, President 
Kennedy i.s quietly encouraging 
L't'hr.id in increase West Ger- 
man contacts mid trade with 
ihe Russians.
